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The Block Fund 

(By L. E. Jones) 

The campaign to raise funds to 
build a new service building at the 
Home by selling blocks is roaring 
along like a house afire. We have 
been literally snowed under by the 
number of dollars sent in by those 
who want to get their names print¬ 
ed on a block in the new build¬ 
ing. Several deaf of the state have 
taken matters in their own hands 
and gone out and collected im¬ 
posing lists of contributions from 
their friends. These volunteers are 
all doing their part for the Home 
and we appreciate their work very 
much. However, we want to cau¬ 
tion all would be contributors about 
paying money to strangers. The 
Home cannot be responsible for 
money that is paid out and never 
turned over to the Treasurer. 

For the benefit of those who 
came in late, the campaign brief¬ 
ly is this: 

A new service and repair 
building is to be built at the 
Home. It will be built of con¬ 
crete blocks. To help defray 
the cost of the new building 
each deaf person of the State 
is asked to make a contribution. 

In return for each dollar con¬ 
tributed, his name will be 
painted on a block. There is 
no limit oif the number of dol¬ 
lars anyone may contribute. 
For each dollar his name will 
be put on a block. Thus if a 
dollar is given his name will be 
on one block, while if ten dol¬ 
lars is contributed he will have 
ten blocks to his credit. All 
contributions should be in an 
even number of dollars because 
when odd cents are contributed 
they can’t be put on blocks. Also 
when getting a contribution, 
from a married -couple the 
wife’s first name should also be 
listed. All contributions and 
list of names should be sent to 
the treasurer, Garnel B. Wal¬ 
ker, 209 E. 13t.h St., Anderson, 
Ind. Be sure and state what 
the contribution is for because 
we have several different funds 
and the Treasurer will not know 
what the money is for unless 
you state it is for the “'BLOCK

READ YOUR INSURANCE 
POLICY 

The -country is flooded with 
health and accident insurance ad¬ 
vertisements. Some -cost a -dollar 
a year through newspaper subscrip¬ 
tion, and some cost a -dollar or more 
a month. 

A number of the deaf have such 
policies. We suggest that -they read 
the clauses carefully, because some 
provide for half of the benefits in 
the -case of a -deaf person and oth¬ 
ers -do not permit the -deaf to -be¬ 
come eligible. 

Just recently we prevented a -deaf 
la-dy from starting payments when 
we found a -clause, unknown to- her, 
which -clearly elminated -deaf peo¬ 
ple from any benefit. 

If your policy contains no con¬ 
dition covering the deaf, it is a 
safe policy. No insurance com¬ 
pany can -deny you the benefits 
provided unless their policy stipu¬ 
lates otherwise. 

Be sure to read every wor-d in 
your policy. Never mind if the 
agent says you are O. K. He is 
after y-our money. Read your policy 
first.—The W. A. D. Pilot.

EMPLOYMENT IS STABLE 

Employment in Wisconsin has 
been at a high level, well ahead 
of all previous peacetime periods. 
The deaf have had and still have 
their share of the gravy. Milwau¬ 
kee ranks among the lowest major 
metropolitan areas in the country 
in unemployment. 

But before you think of chang¬ 
ing jobs, before you write to friends 
to come here and get work, consi¬ 
der well the warning of Roger Bab- 
son, famed economist. He says 1948 
will be the last peak for prosperity 
and then we will experience a kind 
of recession 'Until 1955. In other 
words, .it will not be so easy to find 
work after 1948. 

It is a wise deaf worker who packs 
away part of his earnings for pro¬ 
tection when prosperity begins to 
decline. For it is the deaf who suf¬ 
fer the most in depression years. 
It is then that the supply of hear¬ 
ing people wanting work is so am¬ 
ple that most employers would be 
inclined to put off a deaf applicant 
in favor of one who can hear. 

Naturally, .if you stay with your 
boss long enough, you will be pretty 
safe. But if you shift to new pas¬ 
tures, it won’t be gravy any more 
in most cases.—The W. A. D. Pilot.

“Panhandler” Settles Down 

Just eight years ago this month 
I was in Milwaukee “on the bum.” 
Guess you have forgotten all about 
me? Well, i have not. 

I am quite settled here in my 
home town and doing very honest 
work for a living. No, I am not 
‘panhandling” any more. I’m get¬ 
ting too old. I am 45 now and mar¬ 
ried and have two kids, if not brats. 
No, I do not care to bum any more. 
I gave that up before the U. S. en¬ 
tered World War II. I couldn’t get 
enough material to publish, and 
never want to see “the road” again. 

We live in a single and half room 
up here. This city is crowded as 
sardines in a tin can. You can’t 
rent an apartment any place. All 
houses, new or for sale, are scarce 
and mostly sold to ex-GI’s, and the 
real estate agencies soak you plenty 
cash for just three room shanty. 

My wife is a deaf girl—I mean a 
lady, about 38 now. We get along 
like ham and eggs in a frying pan. 
It’s so cramped up here. We bump 
our shins getting about. 

Do many peddlers hit Milwaukee 
any more? It was an easy racket. 
I gave up. I got nowhere at it. But 
not so easy now. Police down here 
are getting plenty tough. 100 vags 
a day arrested on streets—deaf, 
blind, crippled or otherwise. No 
difference if you can’t show who 
you are or have any reasons. 

I am working as a metal worker 
—six years a member of union. 
Here is how I happened to write 
you today. You see I read your 
notice warning against deaf ped¬ 
dlers. This bulletin was posted on 
billboard in our club for the deaf 
here. I’d like to get up to sea 
Milwaukee again when I get my 
vacation next summer.
